tick, twenty things might be diuggefted to overbalance it in’ favour of 
the Town. 

”” It falls now to be rernarked, that if the preceding plan thall. be-car- 
ried.imto-execution, fuch of the prefent minifters of the ‘¢ity as‘are 
then_alive, and their fucceflors, will be provided witha mddératé fub- 
fiftenee for.themielves and families ; the citizenswill have the betiefit;

and books, and in the prattice of thofé public dévotional exercites; 
which cannot, through the bleffing of God; fail to qualify them for 
ditcharging the duties of the miniiterial office with, peculiar advantage 
in the refpedtive parifhes to which they may be called. 

Thefe, and other happy confequenees, «it is aporehended, would fol- . 
low from the abcve plan; but aS the ‘augmentation df itipesd Jit pro- 
poies is not to take place till fix thinitiers dit, it will be univerially ad- 
mitted, that {me interim fingply theuid be provided for the present in- 
cumbents.
